FIRST LEGISLATIVE DAY 


House of Representatives, Helena, Montana, January 22, 1924 

Pursuant to the Proclamation of His Excellency The Governor and 
to the Law in such cases, made and provided, the House of Representa- 
tives of the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana in 
Extraordinary Session assembled, was cailed to order by the Speaker, 
the Honorable Calvin Crumbaker at 9 o clock A. M., Tuesday, the 22nd 
day of January, 1924. 

Prayer by the Chaplain. 

The Honorable Frank L. White, Representative from Lake County 
presented himself at the bar of the House, presented his certificate of 
election and took and subscribed to the Oath of Office. 

Upon roll call all members were found to be present except Boor- 
man, Bricker, Buchanan, Gillin and Perrine, absent. There were two 
vacancies, Gillette having resigned and Tawney having died since the 
regular session. 

It was moved by Swift, duly seconded and carried, that bees organiza- 
tion, joint rules and order of business and standing committees of the 
Kighteenth Regular Session be, in so far as applicable, the organization, 
joint rules and order of business and standing committees respectively 
of the Eighteenth Extraordinary Session. 

It was moved by Swift, duly seconded and carried, that the Com- 
mittee on House Employees be instructed to procure such employees 
as might be needed from the persons now on the State pay-roll at the 
State Capitol in so far as possible. 

It was moved by Swift, duly seconded and carried, that a Committee 
of three be appointed to notify his Excellency The Governor that the 
House was assembled in Extraordinary Session and ready to receive such 
messages as he might wish to deliver. 

Mr. Speaker appointed Bernard, Hoffman and Brandjord as the mem- 
bers of said Committee. 

It was moved by Swift, duly seconded and carried that a Committee 
of three be appointed to notify the Honorable Senate that the House 
was assembled in Extraordinary Session, duly organized and ready’ to 
transact business. 

Mr. Speaker appointed Gullidge, Facey and Oker as such Committee. 

The Committee from the Senate presented itself at the bar of the 
House and announced that the Senate was duly organized and ready 
for the transaction of business. 

The Committee appointed to notify the Governor that the House 
was. duly organized and ready for business reported its duty per formed 
and thereupon was discharged.

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At this time the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate appeared before 
the bar of the House and announced that the Senate was prepared to 
convene in Joint Session, whereupon the members of the Senate oc- 
cupied seats with members of the House. 


JOINT SESSION 


Lieutenant-Governor in the Chair 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House called the roll of the House. 

A quorum of above bodies being present, the joint session convened. 

Moved by Senator Haley, duly seconded and carried, that a Com- 
mittee of three be appointed to notify, the Governor that the Senate and 
House were convened in joint assembly and were ready to receive his 
message. The Lieut-Governor appointed Senator Duncan and Repre- 
sentatives Swift and Denny as the said Committee. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate announced that the Governor 
was now ready to deliver his message to the Joint Assembly, whereupon 


His Excellency Joseph M. Dixon appeared at the bar of the House, was | 


escorted to the desk of the Chief Clerk and delivered to ane Joint As- 
sembly his messagie as follows: 


“Members of the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly: 
“On January Fifteenth I issued the following proclamation: 


‘WHEREAS, The Constitution of the State of Montana makes it the 
duty of the Governor to convene the Legislative Assembly in extraordin- 
ary Session, when, in his judgment, the necessity for such action shall 
have arisen; 


AND WHEREAS, A majority opinion of the Supreme Court of the 
State has recently held that the actions, taken by the Governor in his 
vetoes of certain legislative appropriations made at the last regular. ses- 
sion of the Legislative Assembly, are null and of no legal effect, and 
that certain of the legislative appropriations not having received the 
full executive approval, no legal appropriations are now available for 
eit ite on the work of many indispensable departments of State Gov- 
ernment; 


AND WHEREAS, The state warrants that have been regularly is- 
sued against such appropriations since June 30, 1923, are now invalid 
and the credit of the state has been brought into question; 

AND, It appearing to me that under these recited conditions a grave 


emergency now confronts the State, which can only be remedied by 
prompt action of its Legislative Assembly; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Jos. M. Dixon, Governor of the State of Mon- 
tana, under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Consti- 


tution, do hereby convene the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly in Ex- 


traordinary Session at the City of Helena, Montana, the Capital of the 
State, at the hour of nine o’clock A. M. on 


TUESDAY, THE TWENTY-SECOND DAY OF JANUARY, A. D. 1924, 
for the purpose of considering the legislation hereinbefore referred to, 
the same being the enactment of such appropriation laws as have 
been rendered nugatory and void by the said majority decision of the 
Supreme Court, and for the validating of all warrants that have been 
regularly issued against said appropriations.’ 

You have now assembled in response thereto. 


One week prior to the adjournment of the last regular session of 
the Legislature, in view of the information then current that appropri- 
ation bills would largely exceed the state’s revenues for the coming 
biennium, I felt constrained to call the attention of the Joint Assem- 
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bly, by special message, the express provision of the Constitution of the 
State that prohibits the Legislature from making appropriations in ex- 
cess of the yearly revenues. In so doing, I was not unaware of the fact 
that every Legislature that had met during the past seven years had 
undoubtedly violated this mandatory provision of the Constitution when 
making the annual appropriations for carrying on the work of the var- 
ious state institutions, while laboring under the hope that in some way — 
or other means would finally be found by the administrative state of- 
ficials to close the ever widening breach between revenues and appro- 
priations. 


In the special message, I then said, and I now repeat: 


‘T know of no legerdemain of finance whereby executive officers 
ean coin dollars out of thin air, even under the direction of legislative 
appropriation bills made against an empty state treasury.’ 


With a full appreciation of the pressure brought upon the members 
of every legislature from individuals, organizations, and institutions, 
demanding appropriations from you for various purposes, nearly all of 
which are in themselves highly meritorious and desirable, at the same 
time we are confronted with the cold fact that the yielding to these im- 
portunate demands during the past seven years has brought us to the 
edge of a financial. precipice. 


After the adjournment of the regular session last March, I found 
that the appropriations made by the Legislature, against the General 
Fund, totaled the sum of $3,844,705 for the ensuing fiscal.year, and an 
approximate similar sum for the second fiscal year. 


Under the belief that these sums so appropriated were far in ex- 
cess of any revenue possible for that same period, I addressed a letter 
of inquiry to the State Treasurer and Auditor for their official estimate 
of the revenues for the two vear period in question. On March thirteenth, 
they joined in a written statement to me that the probable revenues 
would be insufficient to meet these appropriations, thereby creating a 
deficit of $368,530 for the first fiscal year and a similar deficit for the 
second vear of the biennium. 

Faced with this acute situation, I did what seemed to me to be the 
only sane thing to do under the circumstances and gave the various ap- 
propriation bills a percentage veto cut, averaging about 10 per cent 
of the total, thus reducing the total appropriations, as made by you, 
about $616,000. 


In taking this action, I followed the course pursued by the Gover- 
nors of Pennsylvania and other states. in the former state, the consti- 
tutional provision was exactly the same as our own. In that state and in 
others the courts had sustained the action of their governors in making 
percentage veto cuts in appropriation bills. It seemed to me reasonable 
that if the constitutional provision empowers the Governor with the un- 
questioned right of veto to 100 per cent of an item in an appropriation 
bill, every rule of reason and logic would sustain the veto power to 10 
per cent of the whole. 

But a majority opinion of the Supreme Court, rendered on Jan- 
uary eleventh, has held otherwise, and that Court is the final arbiter in 
the matter. 

In the light of the actual experience of the operations of the various 
state institutions and departments, I am confident that they can each 
operate successfully under the percentage cuts that I thus attempted 
to give the various appropriations. 

The Chancellor of the University has informed me that the four 
units of the Greater University, notwithstanding the great increase in 
the number of students, have adjusted their budgets of expenditures in 
conformance with the veto action last March, and that they will be able 
to still carry on their work. 
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All other heads of institutions and offices, with whom I have dis- 
cussed the matter during the months that intervened prior to the de- 
cision of the Court, assured me that they also could successfully op- 
erate under the reduced amounts that they then had accepted as final. 


The fact that the actual receipts of the State Treasury for the cal- 
endar year 1923 have only totaled $3,125,355, as against the “estimated” 
total of $3,656,175, made by the State Treasurer and Auditor last March 
for the fiscal year, should be a most potent argument against new ap- 
propriations at this time in excess of the total amount of the appro- . 
priations made at the regular session, after deducting the $616,000 that 
I tried to eliminate by the veto. 


In this connection, it is only fair to say, however, that under the new 
semi-annual tax paying system, only 58 per cent of the total tax levies 
were paid in. November, while 42 per cent, less delinquencies, will be 
paid in May. It should also be borne in mind that $99,894 of the treasury 
receipts for the calendar year 1923 arose from a transfer to the Gen- 
eral Fund of that amount from the excess levy that had been made for 
retiring the $500,000 War Defense Bonds authorized by the Special Ses- 
sion of the Legislature in March, 1918. 


If we now deduct from the actual treasury receipts for the calen- 
dar year 1923, the $99,894 that accidentally accrued by the transfer of the 
excess levy for the payment of the War Defense Bonds and add the es- 
timated $630,000 balance, due in May from the semi-annual tax that was 
heretofore payable in November. we will have a sum total of $3,656,- 
461, which closely corresponds to the “estimated” yearly revenue as 
made by the Treasurer and Auditor last March. 


Of course, it is of imperative importance to the credit of Montana 
and its people that all warrants heretofore issued by the Auditor against 
the supposedly valid appropriations made at the regular session be now 
validated, and all just claims for services rendered or supplies fur- 
nished to the state, that are awaiting audit and payment against any 
appropriations made at the last regular session, be now made legal 
charges against the new appropriations that will be made by you in lieu 
of these appropriations that are now void under the decision of the 

our 


Many other matters of seeming importance have been brought to 
my attention, in the hope that I would lay them before you for your 
present consideration, but, in view of the exigencies of the situation, 
IT have felt impelled to refrain, under the belief that Mey can be acted 
upon at the next regular legislative session. 


It is a source of some satisfaction to now be able to convey to you 
the many offers that have been made of free clerical service to the 
Legislative Assembly by various state employees and private citizens 
for any work that you may’'see fit to assign them during this SN 
session. 


In the full belief that we have all met this morning imbued with 
the one thought to render the State material service in this, its hour 
of need, I indulge in the hope that we can do all things necessary to 
be done in the premises before the close of one legislative day, and thus. 
establish a record of achievement in all the annals of legislative ses- 
sions. Should we succeed in so doing, I am certain that such action will 
meet with the overwhelming approbation of the people of Montana.” 


At the conclusion of his Excellency’s address, he was escorted to 
his chambers by the Committee previously appointed.
